The negroes control their masters, and 
they have heard of the act of your legislative coun- 
cil. Thirty or more of the Indian negro men were 
at and near my camp on the Withlacoochie late in 
March. But the arrival of two or three citizens of 
Florida, said to be in search of negroes, caused 
them to disperse at once; and I doubt whether 
they will come in again. At allevents, the emi-, 
gration will be delayed a month, 1 apprehend, in 
consequence of the alarm of these negroes.”

who started at once for this city, in order tou: Lave 
them served. 

On their arrival here, th: proper course for them 
toadopt would have been to plave the writs, &e., 
in the hands of the United State Marshal, and 
then point ont to him the negro If then he had 
failed to arrest him, or the citizens had rescued 
him, the United States would have been bound ty 
indemnify his owner for his loss, in acecrdance 
ive Law. 

Tustead of pursuing this course, they, on secing 
the negro passing along the street, undertook to 
arrest him themselves, which they clearly had no 
right to de. This, however, they were hot aware 
uf, but thought they had the right to take the negro 
wherever they found him.
